JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—It is the morning 
of the eighth day since the demon of destruc- 
tion swept down the valley of the Conemaugh, 
but the desolation that marks its angry flight 
is still visible in all its intensity and horror. 
The days that have been spent by weary toil- 
ers whose efforts were steeled by grief have 
done little to repairthe devastation wrought 
in one short hour by the potent fury of the 
elements. To the watchers onthe mountain- 
side all seems chaos and con- 
fusion. The thousand fires that spot 
the valley show that the torch 
is being used to complete the work of annihi- 
lation, where repair is impossible, and as the 
smoke curis upward it reminds one of the 
peace offerings of ancient Babylon. The corps 
of Government engineers that arrived last 
night has already demonstrated the valuable 
assistance which it is capable of rendering in 
these times of emergency. *With but a few 
hours’ reat, these men were up ere sunrise 
this morning, and by 8 o’clock a pontoon 
bridge had been stretched across the river at 
Kernville. Acting in conjunction with the 
Pennsylvania military authorities they are pur- 
suing their labors at various other points 
and by sundown it is confidently expected 
that pontoon bridges will be erected at all 
places where the necessities of traffic demand. 
It is a fact probably not generally known that 
the great Government of the United States 
owns only 500 feet of pontoon bridges, and 
that these are the same that were used by the 
Federal forces twenty-five years ago. The 
bridges that are to be used at Johnstown 
were brought from West Point and Willett 
Point, where they have been for years used in 
the ordinary course of instruction in the Mili- 
tary and Engineer Corps. 

BEGINNING OF A GLOOMY DAY. 

The day opened with a heavy rain and an 
early morning thunder storm. The hillside 
streams were filled to the banks, and every- 
thing was dripping. Theair was chilly and 
damp and daylight was long in coming to this 
this valley of desolation and death. At an 
early hour the valley where so many have 
gone to rest I finda most dismal scene. It 
looks indeed like the valley of the dead. 
Nothing was moving, and all remained within 
the meagre shelter offered them till the day 
had fairly begun. As the day advanced the 


tented hills began to show signs of life, smoke 
arose from many a camp fire and on every hill 
surrounding this valicy of desolation could 
be seen the guards moving among the tented 
villages. At 5:30a. m. the whistle from the 
Cambria Iron-works sounded the signal for 
early preparation forthe serious work of the 
day, and so the thousands of workers in be- 
half ot the sufferers were seen moving og the 
hillsides and in the valleys. The weathe as 
most unpleasant for anyone to be out- doors, 
but it apparently bad no effect on the people 
here, for as soon as the early breakfast was 
over the thousands of workmen could 
be seen going to their work 
and soon the whole valley, that in early morn- 
ing hours was 2 was a teeming throng of 
life and activity. Ulle the rain is far from 
pleasant to busy workers and the many help- 
ers, itiscertainly providential that the cool 
weather is continuing in order to prevent the 
much dreaded decomposition of the hundreds 
of human bodies yet unrecovered, and 
thousands of animals that perished in the 
flood. The air thjs morning, while tainted to 
some extent with the fumes arising from the 
decaying bodies, was not near so much 80 
as bad the morning been hot and sultry. What 
is needed isa strong, cool breeze to sweep 
down through this valley to purify the air and 
carry away the poisonous gases. 
SEARCHING FOR THE DEAD. 

By 7 o’clock the whole valley was full of 
people and the scene was a most animated 
one. The various sections of the flooded 
territory were full of men busy in seagohing 
for the dead, removing and burning the 
debris. At8 o'clock this morning five bodies 
had been taken frum the mass at the stone 
bridge. A large force of men have been work- 
ing all day on this part of the wreck, but so 
great is the quantity of wreckage to be re- 
moved that while much work done, very 
slow 9 is made. The continued fali- 
ing of the river renders the removai of the 
debris every day more arduous and where a 
few days ago timbers when loosened would 
float away, now have to be moved away by 
hand, this of necessity making the work very 
slow. 

A most welcome arrival this morning was 
Dr. H. Bullen of disinfectant fame. He 
brought with him fitty barrels more of his 
disinfectant. The doctor will take charge of 
the disinfecting of the dangerous sections of 
* district and notably at the stone 
bridge. 

Dr. Lee of the State Board of Health says 
this disinfectant is the most effective of any- 
thing of the kind he ever saw, and itis also 
highly recommended all the undertakers 
aud doctors here. Twenty tive barrels have 
already been used with the most favorable 
results. Its — virtue consists lu the fact 
that It is perfectly barmiess. Dr. Bullen was 
a former resident of Johnstown and lost thirty 
relatives in the flood, among them three 
trothers-in-law, three uncles and two aunts.

Condition of Affairs Improved. 


JOHNSTOWN Pa., June 8.—Adjt-Gen. Hast- 
ings was seen this morning and said: ‘‘lam 
very much pleased with the way things are 
moving along. We are now in excellent shape 


to maintain proper discipline. Our men are 
getting used to their duties and the whole 
condition of affairs is much improved. 
There was not the least trouble last 
night from any source and the whole valley 
was like a military camp, the guards on duty, 
the camp fires burning and everything being 
quiet. 

1 have beard nothing to-day from Gov. 
Beaver and it is now settied that he will not 
be bere, at least forthe present. The whole 
work is moving along in a manner highly sat- 
factory to all and when you consider the ob- 
stacles that the men have had to meet and 
overcome, the work already done is beyond 
praise. 

In regard tothe Eighteenth Regiment, I 
cannot tell you just now whether it will be 
called out or not. I have heard nothing from 
Gov. Beaver in regard to that movement. 
While I know of no immediate call for troops, 
if any regiment is calied out it will be the 
Eighteenth, and I think thev bad better be 
ready. Of course, if there should be any sick- 
ness among the troops, I think it 
would be only the proper move 
to relieve the Fourteenth from duty. 
One thing worthy of favorable comment is the 
fact that not a single man here for any legiti- 
mate purpose bas been found under the in- 
fluence of liquor. This condition ofaffairs is 
most commendable when it is remembered 
that there are at least 5,000 people here on 
business pertaining to the flood. About for 
bodies were recovered to-day upto 8 p. m., 
but of these only three were recovered at the 
bridge.”* 


Danger in the Genessee Valley. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 8.—A speéelal dis- 
patch to the Herald from Olean, says: The 
largest artificial body of water in the United 
States is situated 782 feet above Olean. It is 


said to be liable to give way at any moment. 
It was formerly used to feed the old Genessee 
Valley Canal, but is now merely a sports- 
man’s paradise. It is condemned by public 
sentiment and the State Superintendent of 
Canais, and also by people residing in Cuba, 
Hinsdale, Olean and Allegheny. In fact, the 
whole Genessee Valley has protested against 
the maintenance of the reservoir, as it is a 
constant menace to the people and is liable to 
sweep them into chaos as did the Johnstown 
reservoir, atany time. The reservoir is one- 
third larger than the Conemaugh reservoir 
and there is no reason why it should not be 
abolished by the State at once. About ten 
years ago this dam burst letting out 15 feet 
of water and flooding the valley for a distance 
of 150 miles.

THE DAM CONDEMNED. 


Defective Construction of the Work Pointed 
Out by a Practical Engineer. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 7.—Mr. A. M. Wel- 
lington, with E. P. Burt, associate editor of 
the Engineering News of New York, has just 
completed an examination of the dam which 
caused the great disaster here. Mr. Weliing- 
ton states that the dam was in every respect 
ot very inferior construction, and of a kind 
wholly unwarranted by good engineering 
practices of thirty years ago. Both the orig- 


inal and reconstructed dams were of earth 
only, with no heart wall, and only riprapped 
on the siopes. The original dum, however, 
was made in rammed and watered iayers 

which stillshowed distinctly in the wrecked 
dam, but it was, to all appearances, simply 
dumped in like an ordinary railgoad fill, or, 
if rammed, shows no evidence of good effect 
from it. Much of theold part is ge 
intact, while adjacent parts of the new wor 

are wholly carried off. There was no central 
wall of puddle or masonry either in the new 
or old dam. It has been the invariable prac- 
tice of engineers for thirty or forty years to 
use 8 or the other in building high dams ot 
earth. 

It is doubtful if there is a single other dam 
or reservoir in any other part of the United 
States of over fifty feet high which lacks this 
central wall. The reconstructed dam also 
bears the mark of great ignorance or careless- 
ness in having been made nearly two feet 
lower in the middie than at the ends. It 
should rather have crowned in the middle, 
which would bave concentrated the over- 
flow, if it should occur, at the ends instead 
ofinthecenter. Had the break begun at the 
endsthecut of the water would have been 
so gradual that little or no harm might he ve 
resulted. Had the dam been atonce cut at 
the ends when the water began running 
over the center the sudden break of the dam 
would have been at least greatly diminished, 
possibly prolonged, so that little harm 
would have resu ted. The crest of the 
old dam had not been raised in the 
reconstruction in 1881. The old over- 
flow channel through the rock still re- 
mains but owing to the — of the 
crest in the middle of the dam only 5 feet 6 
inches of water in it instead of 7 feet was 
necessary to run water over the crest, and 
the rock splilway, narrow at best, had been 
further contracted by a close grating to pre- 
vent the escape of fish, capped by a good- 
sized timber, and, in some slight degree, also 
by a trestie foot bridge. The original dis- 
charge pipes at the foot of the dam had been 
permanently closed when reconstructed, and 
this, while a minor matter compared to the 
others mentioned, further reduced the pos- 
sible rate of maximum discharge.

An Unfortunate Squabble. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—The Pittsburg | 
undertakers’ strike against Dictator Devore 
hasnot been settled, but Devore received 
word to-day that Mrs. Spencer and Wiilison 
P. Lowry, W. Tommelock, Dennis Boyle and 


P. Hersherger would be up to-night and go to 
work in his department. The bodies found 
near the Pennsylvania Railroad station this 
morning were nearly all removed to the 
church morgue. Every man in the Pittsburg 
delegation, about3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, suddenly discovered that he was 
wanted at home and left. It was on business, 
they said, but Mr. Devore declares that it was 
nothing more than the breaking out of an old 
sore; just because some men could not run 
things to suit themselves they quit. Devore 
explained the trouble to-day. He said: 

James Flannery was disgruntied because 
I was given charge of the work by the State 
Board of Health and he showed iton every 
oceasion. Yesterday he asked to see my cre- 
dentials and Ishowed them to him. An hour 
afterward the men quit and I am told that 
when they left there were five bodies at the 
Church Morgue which needed attention. Per- 
haps I make myself obnoxious by making 
them behave themselves and prevented liquor 
drinking. Iforcibly ejected from the bulld- 
ing one young maa who, though he may have 
been an embalmer, was a biacxguard. I claim 
that there wasa better system in effect here 
than at any morgue in the town. We can get 
along without the kickers.’’ 

The old funeral directors were, it is appar- 
ent, in the quarrel. 

Already twenty barrels of embalming fluid 
have been consumed, aggregating nearly 800 
gallons, it requires from half pint to a quart 
to each corpse. 


The Liquor Question, 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—Judge Advocate

‘The opening concert of the Juchn-Perotti 
company was a success only in spots. 

The large audience was kept waiting for 
nearly an hour after the advertised time of 
beginning before there was any sign of life on 
the stage, and the orchestra gatbered slowly, 
as if time was a matter of no importance, and 
as if the patience of the people was inexhaust- 


ible. There was no word of explanation 
publicly given for this utter disregard of the 
comfort of the audience. The management 
explained that the train was late in arriving 
but the delay amounted to only balf an hour 
the train arriving at s o’clock, and it is im- 
possible to accept the explanation as an ex- 
cuse for such an unpardonable delay. 

There was a wearisome wait.again between 
the first and second parts, and the usual 
signal for opening the second part was omit- 
ted, resulting in confusion and noise while 
the scene from ‘‘Faust’’ was being given. 
The concert contained, however, much that 
was brilliant and thoroughly enjoyable. 

The performance of the Tannhauser““ 
overture by the orchestra is hardly worth 
mentioning after the work o Herr 
Seidi’s and Director Gericke’s magnificent 
organizations. The work of the soloists was 
admirable throughout. Mr. Herbert's cello 
solos, embracing Bach’s sorabande and the 
melodie by Massenet.were delightfully pares 
with an artistic feeling and command of 
instrument which were excelient. 

Sig. Perotti scored a genuine triumph in his 
two selectiong a romanze from 
Le Huguenots’’ and ‘Di Quella Pisa’’ 
from 11 Trovotore’’ In the latter 
selection particularly, the clear, bell-like 
tone, power and range of his voice were shown 
in splendid degree, while his execution was 
artistic and finely spirited. His high notes are 
superb in strength and purity. Handel's 
Lorgo was admirably rendered by Mr. Bendix 
and the strings, while Miss Emma Juch sang 
the letter aria from ‘‘Don Giovanni’ 
in fine voice with such artistic grace 
that she was compelled to ive an 
encore and sang a German bDaliad with 
charming sweetness. Sig. Bologna substi- 
tuted a selection from the Barber of 80 
ville’’ for the Magie Flute’’ selection, and 
sang it with good voice and fine spirit and ex- 
pression. e quartette from ‘‘Fidelio’’ was 
only fairly rendered, none of the voices show- 
ing striking quality except Miss Juch’s., The 
gentieman who was ut on the ro- 
gramme as Mr. Fischer was not mil 
Fischer of the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
who had been announced as a member of the 
company. The mistake is one that should 
never occur as it is liable to disreputabie con- 
struction. 

One of the most artistic performances of the 
evening was the rendition of Mendeisohn’s 
Piano Concerto in @ minor by Miss Aus 
der Ohe. This 1 artiste again proved 
her exceptional skill by her exquisite inter- 
pretation of the work. 

The second part of the concert Was com- 
posedof the garden scene from Faust“ 
which was given admirably by a cast com- 
posed of Miss Juch as Marguerite, Sig. Jules 
Perott! as Faust, Miss Helene Von Doen- 
hoff as Siebel and Martha and Sig. Cam- 
panari as Mephisto. 

The management of the company were 
guilty ofa piece of sharp practice with re- 
gardto the concert this afternoon which is 
unpardonable. In all the announce- 
ments of the concert the fact that neither 
Miss Jueh nor Sig. Perotti, the stars of the 
company, would appear, was carefully con- 
cealed, and the impression was given that they 
would appear. The deception was even car- 
ried to the point of holding back the pro- 
gramme until last evening, while the pro- 
krammes of the other conoérts were made 
public. Of course, the chance of selling 
tickets to a concert with the two principals 
out of the programme would be slim and 
hence the deception. 

It would have served Manager Locke right 
if the people had all demanded their mone 
back and refused to attend the matinee. Suc 
treatment of the public creates a natural dis- 
trust in the manager which will not help his 
business in future.

Miss Juch will appear and the fourth act of

One of the Audience Protests. 


70 the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The concert at the Exhibition Hall last night 
brought to us again Fraulein Juch—deservedly 
popular asa singer wherever she is known 
and nowhere more than here. It also brought 


Perotti, comparatively unknown here, who 
captured the audience with his upper air’’ 
pyrotechnics. But it was undoubtedly the 
worst managed concert ever given here by a 
first-classorganization. In the heated atmos- 
passe ofa June night an audience unusually 
arge was kept waiting for full three-quarters 
of an hour before the first note of 
the orchestra was sounded. No expla- 
nation of this tiresome delay was vouchsafed. 
The musicians finally got themselves together 
in a straggling, seemingly purposeless ‘‘go- 
easy’’ way that might be expected only in a 
company of ‘‘barn-stormers.’’ They did not 
get their instraments together. The pitch 
of the strings n 'wiliththat ot the 
wind instruments most of the time. There 
were about half the number which the bills 
announced, and coming so soon after the 
magnificent forces of Herr Seidl their inade- 
quacy, especially inthe Wagner music, was 
painfully apparent. 

The bills announced an ‘‘intermission.’’ 
And it was an Intermission. During the long 
wait a large part of the audience, according to 
well defined custom, sought the corridor for 
social contact and fresh air, expecting the 
usual summons to return before the. perform- 
ance was resumed. No such summons was 
given and the scene from ‘‘Faust’’ was ‘‘on’’ 
when thé people in the corridor came into the 
place with a great deal of confusion. 

The matinee to-day does not include either 
Juch or Perotti, a fact about which the an- 
nounceinents are injudiciousiy, if not sus- 
piciously, silent. Inasmuch as this is the 
Juch-Perotti Concert Co., with the names of 
these artists ostentatiously displayed, it is 
only fair tothe public that when the prin- 
cipals do not appear the fact should not be 
studiously concealed. 

There was a good deal of inquiry last hight 
for the manager of the Exposition building, 
For nearly an hour there was not an opening

I 
greet you as friends, as I should expect you to 
consider me if I should go to see you 
at your homes. I have thought of 
this matter since you first spoke to us, and 
while I did not understand all about it, I be- 
lieve the Government means to do right with 
us.

We all know him and will 
listen to his words; that his tribe wants all 
the Indians in the Sioux Reservation to come 
here and talk the whole matter over at this 
agency, and then they will be ready to decide;

MALCOLM W. FORD ARRIVES THIS MORNING 
FROM NEW YORE. 


The Great Amateur Athlete Will Competé 
in Five Events at the M. A. A. OC. Games 
To-Morrow—What He Has to Say About 
Handicapping and Athletics Generally— 
Programme of the Sports. 


\LCOMB W. FORD, 
the champion all- 
ronnd athiete of Amer- 
lea, arrived here this 
morning to take part 
in the games of the 
Missouri Amateur 
Athletic Club, which 
are held at Sports- 
man’s Park to-mor- 
row afternoon. He 
proceeded immediate- 
ly to the Lindell hotel, 
where be is quartered. 
This is the first trip 
Mr. Ford has made 
here since he attended 
the Missouri Ama 
teur Athletic Club 

in the year he first won 
the all-round championship. There is little 
change in his appearance since then, and he 
seems to be in excellent condition. He does 
not use tobacco in any form and prides him- 
self on temperance. Good judges have pro- 
nounced him the greatest combination o 
strength, activity and endurance that has yet 
come before the public.

As I have not trained for 
any one particular event I do 
not expect to equal any of my previous rec- 
ords. Iam entered inthe 100-yard race, the 
120-yard hurdle race over 8 feet 6 inch-hur- 
dies, the running high jomp, the running 
broad jump and throwing the hammer. In the 
running high jump and hurdle race I 
expect to show to best advantage. 
I have heard of this man, Powell, 
out here and understand he is quite a high 
umper.

He competed 1 regularly in all the prom- 
inent games of 1888, 1884, 1885 and 1886. fa 1887 
he did not take part once on account of the 
trouble he had with the National Asso- 
clation. In 1888 he took part in sev- 
eral 1 the most prominent of which 
was the individual all-round championship, 
which he placed again to his credit, beating 
A. A. Jordan, who won it in 1887. That made 
the third time Ford has won this event with- 
out ever being beaten.

THE CRONIN INQUEST. 


An Unwilling Witness Ordered Into Custody 
by the Coroner.

JUDGE THAYER WILL DECIDE THE ELEC- 
TION CASES ON MONDAY 


And the Federal Grand Jury Will Resame 
Its Investigation Into the Naturalization 
Frauds of Last Octeber—No Council 
Combination Can Be Formed Just Now— 
A Political Picnic. 


N next Monday Judge 
Thayer will hand 
down his decision on 
the demurrer of Dele- 
gate Lehman to the in- 
dictment found against 
him for fraudulently 
naturalizing foreign- 
ers. The defendant’s 
attorney is making a 
fight,which will decide 
all the naturalization 
frauds of last October. 
Lehman pleads that the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection has not in its creating law received 
the power to make cigizens. Should Judge 
Thayer maintain this view it would end 
the investigation of the 3,000 pa- 
pers issued in that court last sum- 
mer and fall and render invalid the 
papers of tens of thousands of foreign born 
citizens, who since the creation of the Court 
have secured naturalization papers before 
that tribunal. A technical point has also 
been raised on the insufficiency of the aver- 
ments of the indictment, the defendant bola- 
ing that the indictment does not 
charge that William L. Fitzgerald, 
deputy clerk of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion was authorized to administer,the oath un- 
der which the alleged perjured testimony con- 
cerning qualifications was given. 


This — even if sustained by Judge Thay- 
er would only effect the cases of Lehmann & 
Neibert, in which indictments have already 
returned into court. Other indictments 
might be based on the same evidence and re- 
turned at once with the correction suggested. 
These are the two points on which the 
hopes of the defendants already apprehended 
an those still at large, hang. Even 
if the decision sustained both points, 
an occurrence not regarded as probable, 
it would not affect the cases growing out of 
the naturalization of foreigners in the St. 
Louis Criminal Oourt, as the jurisdiction of 
this tribunal is not disputed. District At- 
torney Reynolds says he knows of no reason 
why the trial of Lehmann and Neibert should 
not proceed in case Judge Thayer sustains the 
indictments. 
The Federal Grand-jury will also meet on

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DISGUSTED DEMOCRATS. 


THEY THREATEN TO READ COMMITTEEMAN; 
FLEMING OUT OF THE PARTY. 


A Promise of Trouble Over the Election in 
Process To-Day for a Member of the 
House of Delegatesin the Twenty-First 
Ward—A Spirited Meeting at Which Fo- 
litical Kecords Were Reviewed. 


SMALL crack in 
the Democratic 
organization of 
the Twenty-first 
Ward, where an 
election is in 
progress to-day 
for a member of 
the House of Dele 
gates, threatens 
to split the party 
throughout the 
city. The Demo- 
cratic City Cen- 
tral Committee 
has decided that 
who was nominated at the primaries last May, 
and who ranadead heat with the Republican 
candidate, Mr. C. G. Schoenhard, April 2, is 
the regular party nominee until the election Is 
decided. Central Committeeman John Fleming 
opposed this rule, ana to-day is supporting 
John Lieshman, who was defeated by Blanke 
in a race for the nomination, and who 18 mak- 
ing the race as an independent candidate. 
The meeting of the committee which settled 
the candidacy was quietly called, but proved 
avery stormy session. The majority of the 
committeemen were in favor of declaring 
Blanke the party candidate for to-day’s elec- 
tion. To this Fleming objected. Lieshman 
was asked if he would abide by the decision of 
the committee. He said he would if the com- 
mittee would consent to calla primary in the 
Twenty-first Ward to decide the nomina- 
tion. Committeeman John B. O' Meara 
came to Fleming’s relief by moving 
that the whole business be referred 
to the committeman in the ward. This was 
putting the whole case in the hands of Liesh- 
man’s friend. 

Chairman Carlisle jumped to his feet and 
announced his firm determination not to vote 
forthat motion. Fleming then said: ‘‘This 
man Blanke isno Democrat.’’ 

‘*He has been a member of the Congressional 
Committee for four years,’’ replied Chairman 
Carlisle. 

Nes, but before that, urged Fleming. 

„Before that, what were you?’’ demanded 
the Chairman, who it seemed had kept tab on 
the committeman—you were a Union Labor 
man and not a Democrat.’’ 

This shot silenced the dispute for a time 
and the committee ruling was accepted, sev- 
eral of the Noonan committeeman voting for 
the continuation of Blanke as the party’s can- 
didate at the coming election, though it was 
represented that Fleming and his friends were 
carrying out the Mayor’s wishes in urging the 
nomination of Lieshman. Fleming announced 
his determination to support Liesnman. Some 
of his fellow committeemen announced their 
determination to oust Fleming from the com- 
mittee if he carried out his resolution. Flem- 
ing is opposing Blanke’s candidacy true to 
his promises and it now remains to be seen 
what the Central Committee will do witha 
member who opposes the regular nominee. 
Fleming is a Noonan man and has somewhat 
the best of it in the dispute. Should he be ar- 
raigned inthe committee the Noonan com- 
mitteemen and the weak members who always 
want to be on the side of the appointing 
power would probably outnumber the 
opposition. If it was a close 
vote the impending Mayoral order 
might be giving the  office- 
holding members of the committee a 
choice between holding their positions under 
the city government or their places in the 
committee, which will not be worth anything 
for two yearsto come. Should the fight on 
Fleming be pushed so far the Noonan faction 
would win by several votes, but the fight 
would possibly result in a bolt and double- 
barreled arrangements in several of the close 
wards.

MONEY IN ELECTIONS. 

The movement for election laws to pro- 
tect the ballot-box from bribery and the 
voter from intimidation was not begun 
too soon. Itis surprising to learn from 
the Boston Herald's interviews on the sub- 
ject with ex-Governors, ex-Mayors, poli- 
ticians, merchants and manufacturers of 
Massachusetts, how generally they hold 
it right and proper to contribute and use 
money for securing desired political re- 
sults. The right of persons, companies or 
combinations possessed of great wealth to 
use it in controlling political movements 
for private ends was held to be unques- 
tionable, legitimate, frequently meces- 
sary tothe pretection of property rights 
and business investments, and generally 
conducive to the public welfare. | 

This deliberately announced doctrine 
that the almighty dollar is the rightful 
regent of American politics and a safer 
arbiter of American elections than the 
free unbought ballots of the people, is a 
srartling indication of the point to which 
plutocratic rule is tending. The matter- 
of-fact avowal of sucha doctrine by so 
many prominent men in one State, many 
of whom had been honored with great 
public trusts by the people, is an alarm- 
ing proof of the progress plutocratic 
views and methods have made among us 
in the last twenty-five years. 

In its last analysis this doctrine simply 
pits the purchasing power of wealth 
against the intelligence and patriotism of 
the people, gives corruption the deciding 
vote in elections and with it poisons every 
legislative process and the administration 
of every public trust. If the Pacific Rail- 
road people can wipe out their $100,000,000 
of indebtedness to the Government by ex- 
pending $25,000,000 in elections and in 
‘*enlightening’’ Congress they have the 
right to make $75,000,000 by the operation, 
according to this doctrine. 

A Government controlled by the power 
of money in politics is simply a rich man’s 
government, and not likely to be gen- 
erally just or even merciful to the toiling 
and tax-burdened masses who have no 
surplus cash to exchange for government 
favors. Unless the Money Power can be 
prevented from exercising this alleged 
right,“ and unless its undue influence 
can be eliminated from elections and 
barred out of legislative halls, the largest 
bribe will eventually decide every public 
question, and ‘‘a Government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people” will 
cease to exist among us even in name. 
Its rescue depends upon the success of the 
popular electoral reform movement, 
which bas sprung into such vigorous life 
in all sections of the Union since last fall’s 
election.

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DISABLING BUSINESS BY STATUTE. 

Two rival gas companies in Baltimore 
entered into an agreement to raise the 
price of gas to $1.75, to pool their revenues 
and to divide profits on a fixed basis. The 
Consolidated Company being sued for 
$50,000 for services in effecting the com- 
bination, denied that it had agreed to pay 
for the said services and pleaded a Mury- 
land statute prohibiting any gas company 
from entering into any combination or 
contract with any other gas company 
whatever.’’ 

The case went to the United States Su- 
preme Court, and in delivering the decis- 
ion Chief Justice FULLER not only held 
that the Maryland statute was a bar to 
the collection of the claim, but he went 
further and distinctly declared that com- 
binations or agreements to prevent com- 
petition and raise prices were, on the 
part of these whose business is impressed 
with a public or quasi-public character, 
prejudicial to the public interests, against 
public policy and therefore unlawful. 
The decision clearly annouftced the prin- 
ciple, independent of the Maryland 
statute, thata corporation created fora 
public or quasi-public purpose, could not

„disable itself by contract from perform- 


ing the public duties which it has under- 
„taken,“ nor by agreement “compel it- 
“self to make public accommodation or 
“convenience subservient to its private 
interests. 

From this recent decision it is apparent 
that the common law imposes on corpora- 
tions and concerns whose business is im- 
pressed with a public or quasi-public 
character every disability imposed on 
them by Missouri’s new statute against 
trusts, poole and combinations. Their 
legal disabilities are not in the least in- 
oreased by the statute. It seems to be 
merely an attempt, cunningly devised by 
corporation attorneys, to impose the 
same disabilities upon individuals and 
firms in the conduct of their strictly pri- 


vate business.

Dealing Sensibly With the Negro.

The value of industrial education has been 
well illustrated at the Hampton (Va.) Normal 
and Agricultural Institute. A fundamental 
principle of the institution is the instruction 
of pupils in earning their own living. The 460 
colored pupils have of late years been cred- 
ited with from $45,000 to §50,000 annually for 
their work on the farm, in the shops and in 
tne various branches of household industry. 
Not only does this training in self-help con- 
duce to the acquirement of skill and forma- 
tion of character, but it also exercises an in- 
fluence for good onthe people of their own 
race with whom thepuplis are brought into 
contact. The ‘‘negro problem,’’ of which we 
hear so much, will undoubtedly solve itself if 
the work of development may be carried out 
on thie line and without the harmful interfer- 
ence of idealists or politicians.

A DECISION BY JUDGE NORMILE WHICH 
CREATED MUCH SURPRISE TO-DAY. 


Roddy Connors Discharged From the House 
ot Refuge, Contrary te All Rules Fre- 
viously Followed There—Other Boys Who 
Will Follow—The Superintendent Satis- 
fied—Text of the Opinion.

On November 28, 1888, 
Roddy Connors, son of Jane 
ah Connors, was tried in the 
Criminal Court onthe charge of burglary and 
larceny, and upon conviction was sentenced 
to serve an imprisonment of six mouths injthe 
House of Refuge. He was at once committed 
to that institution and served his time. 
On May 2, six months from the 
time her son was sentenced, Mrs. Connors 
applied to Supt. Schaefer of the House of 
Refuge for the custody of the boy. Acting 
upen orders from the Board of Management 
the Superintendent refused the request. At- 
torney Furling then made application before 
Judge Normile in the Criminal Court fora 
writ of habeas corpus in order to gain posses- 
sion of the prisoner. The appended decision 
shows the success with which his efforts were 
attended. ' 

THE DECISION. 
Jane Connors, mother of a minor, Roddy 


Connors, prays this court to discharge her 
son from further detention in the House of 
Refuge. The discharge is claimed on the 
ground that Roddy Connors has served his 
sentence in fuil and should not, therefore, be 
longer detained in prison. It appears from 
the records of this court that on the 
28th day of November, 1888, Roddy Connors, 
being then a boy of 14 years, was, for the of- 
fense of burglary in the second degree, 
sentenced to imprisonment in the House of 
Refuge for six months. This sentence was 
fully served on the 28th of May last past, The 
law, in its wisdom and tenderness for youth, 
forbids persons under 16 years to be impris- 
oned in the penitentiary at all. This minor, 
being much under 16, could under the general 
law of the State be confined only in some jail 
or in some house of refuge or work-house 
wherever such institutions may be provide 
for the safekeeping of State prisoners. The 
law, as if now exists, veste the judge 
committing such minor offenders with 
ower to send them either to jail, to the 
ork-house or to the House of Refuge, as the 
best interests of society and of the tender 
22 ot the culprit may seem to him best. 
n the case of Roddy Connors before me it was 
considered best by the Court that he should 
be sent to the House of Refuge. Where one 
has served in any prison nis full sentence, he 
is entitled to his discharge. Roddy Connors 
has served his sentence in full, and should 
have been discharged at once from the House 
of Refuge at its expiration. The Super- 
.intendent of the House of Refuge, however, 
refuses to discharge this minor, on the 
——5 that the act organizing the House of 
efuge vests the sole power to discharge in 
the Mayor and Board of Managers, a power he 
holds possessed by no other tribunal. The 
act relating to the House of Refuge may be 
foundin the second volume of the Revised 
Statutes, commencing at page 1543. Section 5 
of this act says: 

„„The Mayor shall have authority to dis- 
charge any inmate from the House of Refuge 
when in hisopinion an urgent reason exists 
for granting said discharge before the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, butin all 
other cases applications shall be made to said 
Board, which shall dispose ofthe same at a 
regular meeting. 

Minors may be sent or confined to the House 
Of Refuge both by the Mayor, as authorized 
by law, and also by sentences of the courts. 
The status of persons confined there by the 
Mayor is not before me and need not be con- 
sidered. The minor Roddy Connors is, how- 
ever, imprisoned under sentence of court for 
a violation of a general law of the State. Sec. 
5 just quoted, in so far as it is held to confer 
the pardoning power of State prisoners in the 
Hiouse of Refuge on the Board of Managers, is 
pore unwarranted and unconstitutional. 

‘he Board of Managers can exercise no such 
pardoning power over inmates confined for 
violation of the criminal laws of the 
State, and it makes no difference whether 
they are confined in the House of Refuge or in 
the Work-house. 
tion of the State of Missouri vesta in the Gov- 
ernor of the State the sole power to grant re- 
prieves, commutations and pardons after 
conviction for all offenses committed against 
the State. No other person or body can usurp 
this power, and any law that would seem to 
confer such power ou any other person or 
body is plainly void. Under section 5 and 
the sixth subdivision of section Sof the act 
relating to the House of Refuge, author- 
ity is assumed to be given to the 
board of managers to discharge an in- 
mate at their pleasure, or to hold him 
till he redches the age of 18. Any special or 
local law that contravenes the constitution of 
the State or the general statutes of the State 
must fail. Section 1666 of the general statutes 
of the State decrees that in nocaseshalla 
minor be sentenced to imprisonment for any 
offense for a term exceeding one year. It has 
often been declared by our Appellate Courts 
that anv local law is invalid and unconstitu- 
tional if it undertakes to provide a punisb- 
mentforan offense when committed in the 
city of St. Louis different from what the 
offense would receive when committed in the 
rest of the State. It is thus seen that 
if the sections quoted of the act organ- 
izing the House of Refuge be valid, we have 
this anomalous condition of affairs, that for 
the same offence, if committed outside of the 
City of St. Louisthe punishment cannot ex- 
ceed one year if the culprit be a minor, yet, 
if committed in the City of St. Louis the pun- 
ishment may be for eight or ten years, or un- 
tilthe minor culprit reaches theage of 18. 

Section 6 provides: All males under 16 
years of age and females under 16 years of 
age, who shall, under existing laws of the 
State of Missouri be liable to confinement in 
the Work-house of the City of St. Louis, or 
the city jall, may, at the diseretion of the 
court or magistrate giving sentence,be placed 
in said House of Refuge,’ 

This section vests this court with the dis- 
crétionary power to send minors to the House 
of — in place of the jail or the Work- 
house. In the exercise of this discretion, and 
with the concurrence of the representative of 
this State, I sentenced Roddy Connors to six 
months’ imprisonment inthe House of Ref- 
uge. It is true that section 6, just quoted, 
provides: But no such commitment shall be 
mode for any specified term, but said minor or 
minors may be discharged at any time under 
the provisions of the preceding section.’’ 

The preceding section referred to is the 
section authorizing the Board of Managers to 
pardon or discharge whenever it suite them, a 
power, as Ihave hitiHerto indiogated, wholly 
void, it intended to have reference to State 
prisoners. That part of section six just 
quoted which seenis to gay that a commitment 
to the House of Refuwe shall not befor any 
specified time, is void in so far as it is applic- 
able tosentences of the Criminal Court. The

THE PRISONER IN COURT. 

During the time consumed by the reading of 
the decision the youthful prisoner sat in his 
place before the bar, his thubby face réd and 
swollen by the flood of pénitent tears which 
gushed forth at the legal reminders of his 
crime. When told by the Court that he could 
go his tears broke forth afresh, and after a 
few words of advice from the bench the pris- 
oner left the court-room in the keeping of his 
mother. 

By the decision two other boys whose sen- 
tences have expired will be at once released 
from the House of Refuge. Supt. 
Schaefer was pr t in the court 
room, and expre himself as being 
highly pleased atthe result. He said: ‘*For 
several years I have been between two fires. 
His Honor would sentence the prisoners for a 
limited time, and the Board of Management of 
the institution insisted upon their right to re- 
tain possession of the criminals until they 
reached the age of 18 years. Often, too, they 
exercised the pardoning power and released 
the inmates before the time for which they 
were sentenced had expired. Their action 
was In a measure justifiable, considering the 
fact that the local law was in direet confliction 
with the general law of the State as shown in 
the decision. Judge Normile holds that the 
State law is constitutional and discharges the 
prisoner upon that ground. 

The case was an unusual one and attracted 
considerable attention among the criminal 
attorneys at the Four Courts.

Two Negro Murderers Pay the Penalty in 
South Carolina, 


CoLumBiA, 8. O., June 8.—-Two negro mur- 
derers, Charles Colston and John Feaster, 
were hanged at Yorkville yesterday for the 
murder of W.C. Abernathy, a merchant at 
that place. 

On the night of January 25 last W. C. Aber- 
nathy, a merchant at Catawba Junction, York 
County, was sitting in his store after supper, 


as was his custom, his residence being only a 
short distance away. John Feaster and Chas. 
Colston went into the store, ostensibly to 
make some purchases, and found their 
victim sitting by the stove  read- 
ing a newspaper. Some heavy single- 
trees were lying upon a box near by and just 
behind Mr, Abernathy, with one of which he 
was knocked senseless atthe first blow. The 
murderers then proceeded torobthe money- 
drawer, but their victim was beginning to 
show signs of regaining consciousness, when 
he was again struck. They then became 
frightened and ran off. This occurred be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’ clock. 

About II o’clock Mrs. Abernathy heard some 
One groaning near the front door, whereupor 
she got up and went out, to find her husband 
lying there in a dying condition, whither he 
bad wandered and fallen in his delirious state. 
He lingered for some days, and died without 
ever regaining consciousness. 

The crime for some time remained a mys- 
tery. At last suspicion pointed to Chas. Me- 
Manus as the last party who had been seen 
around the store. He was arrested and lodged 
In jail. Ten days or two week later John 
Feaster and Chas. Colston were arrested. 
The latter confessed the crime, implicating 
Feaster and five others. 

They went onthe scaffold at 11:40 o’clock. 
The death warrant was read and the usual re- 
ligious exercises, in which both men partici- 
pated, were gone through with. Both claimed 
to be innocent, though they made an open 
coniession before. Colston was so weak he 
held to the fatal rope to support himself. 
Feaster was cool and collected. 

The drop feil at 11:57, and twenty-three min- 
utes afterward the bodies were cut down. 
The necks of both men were broken, and they 
died without much struggling. The exeou- 
tion was private, being witnessed only by 
those designated by the law.

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A NOVEL DECISION RENDERED BY JUDGE 
° KLEIN THIS MORNING. 


O. H. Louis Beckers Sues His Mother, Caro- 
line Sessinghaus, for a Share in His Fath- 
er's Eatate—Curious State of Facts Grow 
ing Out of Marriage—Other Legal Opin- 
fons To-Day. 


A decision in a case where a son 15 years old 
sues his mother for an interest in his deceased 
father’s estate, was made by Judge Klein this 
morning. On November 11, 1881, Louis 
O. Beckers died leaving a wife, Caroline, 
and a son, ©. H. Louls Beckers, now 
15 years ot age and residing witha relative, 
Miss Annie R. Beckers, who is his curatrix, in 
St. Louis County. By bis will he provided for 
the payment of his debts and funeral ex- 
penses ; Dequeathed $1,000 to his son to be paid 
on his reaching the age of 21 years, and then 
devised and bequeathed the residue of his es- 
tate, real, personal and otherwise, to his 
widow for life, provided she would be a 
mother indeed for her son;that she would 
bring him up inthe right pathand educate 
him according to her best judgment and the 
extent of her means, and provided also that 
she would not marry again; and in case she 
did marry again, he devised and bequeathed 
to her in lieu of such life estate only so much 
of hia estate as the laws of this State 
will allow her, the remainder to g0 
tothe soa. She administered upon the 
estate and made a final settlement 
March 24, 1884, and tiring of her widow’s 
weeds, she married the co-defendant, 

FREDERICK SESSINGHAUDUS, 
December 19, 1887. Upon final settlement of 
the estate she received into her hands as life 
tenant under the will, the real and personal 
estate of her late husband, among which 
there were twenty shares of stock in the 
Fourth National Bank of st. Louis, the book 
vaiue of which at the time wag $160 per share. 
She should also have had on hand $6,143.25 in 
cash, but she bad expended of this sum 
$6,072.64 in putting up two nouses, Nos. 8118 
and 3120 North Tenth street, which she erected 
in 1883 upon some real estate which was part 
of the estate. In April or May, 1888, the 
Fourth National Bank issued to her in the 
name of her husband, a certificate for twenty 
shares more of stock, but how this came to 
be issued is not shown in the evidence. It 
was a stock dividend and in 1887, the 
bank’s books showed the stock worth 


$40 ashare. The court says: There is evi- 
dence tending to prove thatthe value of the 
improvements erected by Mrs. Sessingbaus 
in 1883 had depreciated to the sum of $5,000 in 
December, 1887, when the life estate was term- 
inated at her marriage, and the controversy 
in this case arises over the division of the new 
twenty shares of stock in the Fourth National 
Bank and on the question whether Mrs. Ses- 
singhaus is to be charged with anything on 
account of the depreciation of the improve- 
ments erected by her. There is some evidence 
tending to prove that the improvements in 
question have not depreciated in value, but 
are worth as much as when built. Asto the 
shares of stock, it will be seen that the Fourth 
National Rank was accumulating a large part 
of its profits during the continuance of this 
life estate. When the life estate was created 
the book value of the stock was $160 a snare, 
when it terminated the value was 
$240, showing an increase of $80per share. 
Now while this increase was earned in one 
sense, it was not in sucha condition that the 
life tenant could demand or receiveit any 
time during the existence of her estate. Un- 
til the Board of Directors of acorporation de- 
termine by lawful action to distribute the 
profits that have been earned, the title to 
them belongs to the corporation itself. In 
Williams vs. the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. (61 Hon. Pr., 217) it is said by the 
court: It is now well settled that a 
shareholaer in a corporation has no legal 
title to its 
ACCUMULATED PROFITS 
until divided, and when divided they go to the 
shareholders.’’ If the stock dividend in this 
case had been declared during the continu- 
ance of the life estate of Mrs. Sessinghbaus I 
should have applied the principles of the New 
York and Pennsylvania cases and apportioned 
the new stock between the mother and her 
son, giving her the benefit of the earnings of 
the stock to which she was entitled. But as 
the stock divided was not declared 
until after the termination of her 
estate, the cases cited have no application to 
the facts in this case. This view is strength- 
ened by the peculiar provisions of the will of 
Mr. Beckers. Her estate is not an absolute, 
but a conditional one—conditioned on her re- 
maining unmarried. Upon breach of the con- 
dition which happened he gives her, in lieu of 
the life estate, only so much ag the laws of 
this State allow herasa widow. The life es- 
tate being at an end, she can only take a 
child’s share in the net personal 
estate as it existed at the death 
of the testator and no more. It follows that 
she must account for one-half of the original 
twenty shares, and also for one-half of the 
new twenty shares and for the dividends she 
has received thereon. A tothe money in- 
vested in the improvements, the widow as 
life tenant had no lawful right to invest the 
money ofthe estate in permanent improve- 
ments ofthe realty. But in this suit it is not 
sought to charge her with the entire amount 
she invested, but only with the loss 
which the depreciation in value 
of the improvements has entailed on the 
estate. From the evidence it is clear that the 
houses built by her six years ago are not 
worth as much as they cost. The income is 
less. The natural wear and tear of the tene- 
ments is considerableeven though the owner 
keeps them in 
GOOD REPAIR 
and it seems quite clear that the property is 
not actually enhanced in value to the extent 
of $6,072 expended by her in improv- 
ing it. Tne depreciation may be va- 
riously estimated from notbing to 31, 500. 
This seems to be the highest amount fixed by 
any witness. The plaintiff claims that $1,000 
should be charged against Mrs. Sessinghaus 
on this account, and it is quite evident that 
this is no more than just an uitabie, and it 
will therefore be charged. There will be a 
decree for plaintiff requiring the defendant, 
Caroline Sessinghaus, to assign and deliver to 
the plaintiff forthwith one-half of the 
twentv shares of stock the 
Fourth National Bank of 8. Louis 
represented by certificate No. 405; one-half of 
twenty sb in said bank received by her in 
May, 1888; one-half of three shares of stock in 
the Northwestern Savings Bank; one-half of 
four shares of stock in the Union Hall Associa- 
tion and defendant, Caroline Is also to be re- 
guired by said decree to pay to plaintiff, her 
son, within five days the sum of $721.62 and 
the costs of this suit.“

Peonliar Practices of = Religious Sect in the 
Delaware Kiver Valley.

MIDDLETOWN, N. T., June 8.—There is a 
lively stir and excitement among the inhab- 
itants ot the Delaware River Valley near 
Lordville and Equinunk stations, on the Erie 
Rallroad, over the doings of a peculiar relig- 
ious body there, who call themselves Holiness 
People and who practice the faith cure. 

The pastor of the flock is the Rev. J. Lee 
Gamble, an eccentric zealot, who has gained 


a large and biindly devoted following from 
among the ultra pious a less enlightened 
people of the region. e was formerly con- 
spicuous in the Methodist ministry, but bis 
erratic tendencies led him some years to 
renounce the restraints of that communion 
and to embark in the task of evangelizing the 
world on more radical lines of doctrine and by 
— enthusiastic methods of missionary 
work. 

Pastor Gambie’s sincerity and conscien- 
tlousness are attested by the fact that he only, 
among tue hundreds of thousands of pen- 
sioned war veterans, has rejected the Govern- 
ment bounty on moral grounds. Physically 
he is much of a wreck, suffering from diseases 
and disabilities contracted asa captive Union 
soldier in Andersonville Prison, and formerly 
he drew a pension of $12 amonth. Butin 
course of time his conscience became awak- 
ened to the fact that apartofthe pension 
fund was ooliected by the Government in the 
form of taxes on whisky and tobacco, and he 
therefore notified the Pension Department 
that he renounced his claim to the pension, as 
he could no longer accept money polluted by 
connection with the unholy trafic in these 
articles. 

Along with his radical temperance views, 
Pastor Gamble carries on a flery crusade 
against secret societies and against church 
fairs and entertainments, against dances and 
theatrical shows and against the wearing of 
jewelry and costly apparel. He insists upon 
the saving grace of tinmersion in baptism and 
of anointing with oil and teaches the lambs of 
his fook that it would be infinitely wicked for 
them to intermarry with sinful woridliness. 

In common with the rest of the Holiness 

ople, who are mainly secoders from the 

lethodist church and who claim to get their 
doctrines pure from the teachings of 
John Wesley, Pastor Gambie bolds that by 
faithful self-consecration to pieus duties the 
believer may become entirely siniess and holy 
in this life and that all forms of disease may 
be ey healed in response to fervant 
prayer and faith. During the past few weeks 
the faith cure has been brought into active 
and extensive practice in PastorjGamble’s pre- 
cinct, many sick persons coming there from 
long distances for treatment. Believers claim 
that numerous cures have been effected, 
notably in the cases of a twenty-year drunk- 
ard, an insane person andga bedridden woman 
—all prayed over, anointed and radicaily 
healed. 

On the other hand the scoffers of the region 
declare that not one person has been really 
and permanently helped in Pastor Gambie’s 
faith cure temple, and they denounce the 
noisy gatherings offrantic enthusiasts there 
as an unmitigated nuisance. In fact, they go 
further and afiirm that the unnatural fa gue 
and excitement to which the sick are sub- 
jected bas in a number of instances killed the 
patients, and on this score there is growing a 
bitter public ve my | toward the Holiness 
practitioners which is liable at any moment 
to break out into mob violence.

During most of the meetin 
Mr. Ferguson did splendidly, but he appeare 
te lose patience and yesterday after one or 
two failures to get away the horses, sent 
them off to any kind ofastart. Inasmuch 
as the horses ran for stakes and 
purses offered by the Jockey COlub 
and there are thousands of dollars bet on 
them in the pools with the approval of the as- 
sociation, it is but fair that more care should 
be exercised in the starting. When Mr. Fer- 
guson left Roche atthe post the other day 
with the animai’s head turned in the wrong 
direction there was little complaint, because 
Roche has a most vicious temper and acted 
very badiy, and the horses were not sent away 
until all reasonabie efforts were 
exbausted attempting to get 
the horse away. Yesterday Mr. 
Ferguson again had some _ troublesome 
animals to handle, but instead of endeavoring 
to get them off soon lost patience with them, 
and, after a few attempts, sent the horses off 
to execrabie starts. The trouble commenced 
inthe very first race, when Nettie Kent and 
Tom Tinker acted badly, and the field was 
finally sent off toa straggling start, in which 
Leia had the worst of it. But this was a much 
better start than those which followed. The 
Dude and Tudor behaved badly in the second 
race, and when the start was finally given Tu- 
dor had the best of it by a length and 
Prather was almost left at the foot. In the 
fourth race the worst start of all was made, 
The Moor, one of the most heavily backed 
horses in the race, being left at the post. He 
was second choice in the pools and carried a 

reat deal of money. he colt acted very 

adly, but instead of exercising a little 
patience Mr. Ferguson sent the field away 
with the horse’s head pointed in the wrong 
direction. The other horses were fully ten 
lengths ahead of him before be was finally 
started right, Ile then gained on the field 
for awhile, but he soon had to quit, as the 
greatest orse in the world could 
not make upthat distance in a five furlong 
dash, unless he was tog | against a lot of 
street car horses. Gertie B. and Adele Mu. 
gavesome troublein the fifth race, andthe 
result wasthat after a few unsuccessful at- 
tempts Mr. Ferguson sent the fleldoff with 
Gertie B. at the post, and she received five or 
six lenghts the worst of the start. She gained 
two or three lengths, but was of course never 
inthe race. Fanchette was given avery bad 
start without any provocation in the sixth race. 
It. would not have made any difference 
in the result anyhow asthe company proved 
entirely too fast forthe old mare, but the 
starter is not supposed to know those things 
and itis his business to give a fair start. 
What made the bad starts worse was the fact 
that they were all given in short races where 
a borse has little time or chance to cut down 
a lead given against him. The first race was 
three-quarters ofa mileand nodoubt Lela 
would have beee beaten even with a favorable 
start, and the same is probably true of 
Tue Moor, for Blarneystone, Jr., was 
in magnificent form, still this does not 
excuse the poorstarts. Prather finished second 
in the second race, a seven furlong dash, and 
with a fair start would have had a good chance 
to win. The race in which The Moor was left 
was only five furlongs, as already stated, and 
the Gertie B. race was the same distance. 
This horse finally gained a couple of lengths 
on the winner, Lula B., who finished under 
the whip, so that with a proper start Gertie 
B. would probably have won. The Fanchette 
race was a seven furlong dash, none of the 
five races being as far AS a 
mile, Mr. Ferguson is a most 
genialand kindly gentleman personally, and 
should endeavor to exercise the same patience 
with horses that he does with his fellowmen.

CAPT. M’CULLOCH, 


He Now Manages the Five Syndicate Street 
Railways. 


As was foreshadowed in the PostT-DISPATCH 
some time ago, Capt. Robt. McOulloch was 
appointed to the general management of the 
Broadway street car line, which was some 
time ago added to the Holmes Chicago syndl- 
cate of local street railway lines. Capt. Me- 
OCulloch assumed the general management 
this morning. Mr. Charies Ischer, the former 
manager, who sosuccessfully controlled the big 


road for the past nine or ten years, will be re- 
tained as assistant to Capt. McCulloch. Mr. 
Ischer’s duties will be practically the same as 
they were before, even tothe employing and 
discharging of men. Doubtless other changes 
are in contemplation, but what they are or 
whom they will ect is not known. 
It is rumored to-day that Mr. John 
Patterson, who for a quarter of a century has 
been superintendent of repairs on the Broad- 
way line, will be given charge as general su- 
purintendent of constructien of all the syndi- 
cate lines. There is some taik of a general 
system of tickets being adopted for all the 
lines of the syndicate. 
Christian Peper, the former President of the 
line, is now Vice-President, but beyond that 
will in the future have nothing to say so far as 
relates to the general management of the 
company, Capt. McCulloch being in abso- 
lute charge, even to the siguing 
of checks. Early and Important 
changes in the road are contemplated, 
such asthe building of the electric system, 
new and improved cars, new time-tables and 
in fact, athorough and acceptable policy of 
assenger accommodation. Capt. McCulloch, 
n company with Mr. Ischer, made a thor- 
ough inspection to-day of his new charge. The 
Broadway line adds 50 cars ome gta ee to 
Capt. McOullioch’s charge. e has 
already given an order to a local street car 
manufacturing company for the construction 
of $15,000 worth of new rolling stock. It is 
stated that his salary as manager of the five 
syndicate roads, the Broadway, Franklin 
Avenue, Northern Central, Cass Avenue and 
Union Line will be $10,000, but he will say 
nothing about this. 
Despite the rumors, the Benton-Bellefon- 
taine street car line is in no way connected with 
the syndicate nor is there any prospect of 
such a movement. Capt. McCulloch, who is 
also Superintendent of that line, gave a post- 
tive contradiction to the stories of this kind 
which have been so long floating around in 
railroad circles.

Commenting on this and occurrences 
of the kind which for the welfare 
of the valley have been unfortunate- 
ly frequent, the Tron County Register 
says: ‘‘A card from Prof. Johnson, in charge 
of some twenty students from Washington 
University, sojourning in the valley, is pub- 
lished in this paper, aud no good citizen but 
willregret the causes which have called it 
forth. The arresting of the boys for a very 
trivial offense, at most, before they were 
in the valley an hour, and the threat to 
jail them unless they furnished $500 bonds or 
plead guilty, cannot. impress them or their 
friends very favorably with us or our method 
of dealing out equal and exact justice, A 
word of warning would bave stopped that 
singing which broke the peace of over-sensi- 
tive natures,or after arrest, a reprimand from 
the Justice would have subdued the 
boys’ tuneful voices to ethical sweet- 
ness. And, beside, we think we have, 
at various times, heard louder and harsher 
strains on the streets of our town go un- 
whipped of justice. So far as we have seen 
them, the young men in question have de- 
meaned themselves as gentiemen—young 
gentlemen, certainly, who have not at all 
times their systems saturated (and enervated) 
with the discretion of older heads; but who, 
in time, bid fair to make worthy props of the 
community.

REGULATING THE RIVERS 


THE CINCINNATI CONVENTION AND THE 


QUESTIONS TO BE CONSIDERED. 


Difficult Problems to Be Solved—What Effect 
River Improvement Has on Peints Below 
— Danger of Channel Changes—Necessity 
of Allewing Overflows to Centinue—An 
Important Meeting. 


N my opinion, the 
meeting of the con- 
vention for the im- 
provement of the 
Western rivers, which 
is to be held in Cincin- 
nati on September 4,’’ 
said Herbert A. Ryer- 
son of Quinoy, III.. 
who is at the Laclede, 
ill be one of the 
most important that 
have assembled for many years, as it is prob- 
able that plans will be adopted which will 
govern the general style of river improve- 
ment for several years to come. 
The three streams to be considered 
are the Mississippi, the Missouri and the Ohio, 
but notafew men interested in lands along 
the Red and White Rivers will be present and 
join in the discussion. 
DIFFICULTY OF RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The question of river improvement, im- 
portant as it is to the inhabitants of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, is by no means a aimpie one. 
Most people have an idea that money alone is 
needed and that overflows can be prevented 
by erecting solid dykes at the points where 
experience has shown that danger existed. 
If this was the case there would not be any 
necessity for holding a convention, the only 
thing required being to bring sufficient influ- 
ence to bear to induce Congress to make the 
necessary appropriations. But simply to 
erect levees at exposed points and to narrow 
the channel of the river in order to confine 
the current and cut channels through sand- 
bars would before long lead to a con- 
dition of affairs ffar worse than the 
present. Engineers have no such compli- 


cated problem presented to them as that 
concerning the best way to govern the cur- 
rent of alluvial rivers. A mistake may cost 
millions of dollars and render thousands of 
acres of land not only of little value, but dan- 
gerous. I have been talking with one of the 
engineers in chargeof the works at Keokuk, 
and learned some very remarkable facts, 
which will be clearly brought out before the 
Cincinnati Convention. 
CHANGING THE CHANNEL. 

In the first place, any change of the 
channel is likely to have 
effect on all points below. 
especially the case inthe three rivers which 
are to be considered, as they are subject to 
frequent overflows, and are very slightly con- 
fined between low and soft banks. At one 
time during the improvement of the river 
above Quincy, the erection ot an apparently 
insigniticant dyke came near changing the 
current in such a way as to leave as about a 
mile inland. Not only did the work have to 
be torn down, but other dykes had to be 
erected to make the stream return to its old 
channel. The towns and cities all alon 
the banks of the river, an 
which owe their existence to it, 
may at any time be cut off from water com- 
munication by works which are highly ad- 
vantageous to points above. This of course 
must not be done, but how to avoid it is a most 
difficult problem. Ajlevee which will do no 
harm in ordinary stages of the water may in 
time of flood cause a change of channel 
twenty miles below which will render prac- 
tically valueless hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of property. lhe number 
of places that have been washed 
away or cut off from water 
communication on the Ohio and Mississippi is 
proof enough of this danger, and the greater 
the amount of improvement the greater the 
risk. The Missouri, if they ever attempt to 
Go much to it will be even worse. 

DISADVANTAGE OF CONTINUOUS DYKES. 

But even were this difficulty successfully 
overcome a still more serious one is to be con- 
sidered. There is a good deal of talk of the 
possibility of preventing overflows by heavy 
dykes, if necessary walling the river from 
endtoend. It experience is worth anything 
it proves that such a seourse would 
absolutely destructive to the river in a short 

eriod ot time. The Mississippi is one of the 

eaviest silt-bearing streams in the world 
and the only safety lies in allowing overflows. 
In flood time the amount of solid matter heid 
in suspension ls immense. When the flow of 
the water is rapid the deposit le small. When 
the stream overfiows the current is, of course 
checked and a great proportion of this deposit 
is — left beyond the banks.
